If Floor Space, Six by Six, Is Provided 
Room May Be Had for Accommo- 
dation of Fifty Fowls Wlth- 



A considerable saving of lumber 
can be made by using knock-down 
poultry coops and colony houses. 
Herewith Is an illustration of a knock- 




down colony house. This may be 
made of any convenient size. 

In construction two runners with 
notches near their ends are laid down 
and two cross pieces, also notched, 
are screwed or bolted to them, says 
the Orange Judd Farmer. The run- 
ners are provided so the house may 
be hauled from place to place. The 
cross pieces are to support the side 
walls. At the ends are bolts which 
run through the side wall, to which 
they are fastened by nuts and wash- 
ers. The ridgepole is fastened to the 
sides by bolts also. The same with 
the ends, which are made triangular, 
as shown. 

As these houses are intended only 
for summer use, they may be built of 
comparatively light material, with 
clapboarding for the sides and ship 
lap or matched stuff for the ends. 
It is desirable that not more than 




Colony House Complete. 

50 chickens be kept in one colony 
house and that each flock have a 
grass plot of at least 1,000 square feet 
unless they can have free range. 

These houses are also useful to 
shelter brooders in the early part of 
the season. If the houses have a floor 
space six by six they will each accom- 
modate 50 chicks without crowding, 
and when the chicks are old enough 
to do without the brooder they can be 
allowed to range from the house it- 
self, thus becoming accustomed to 
their quarters from the very first A 
convenient size for the house illus- 
trated is six by six on the floor and 
seven feet to the peak. These allow 
a man to stand up inside and to at- 
tend to the brooder and chicks with- 
out inconvenience. They can be huilt

Kiliior John W Walker, of the Irvine 
Sun, I, as the following to say in his pub- 
lication of last week renaming the kind 
ly feeling existing between the counties 
of Estill and Madisou, which we assure 
Mr. Walker is reciprocated on the part 
of every one in Madison count): 

"Estill and Madison counties are close- 
ly bound by social and commercial ties. 
Many Estillites have moved to Madison, 
many Madisonians have moved to Est ill. 
Our people have had and will continue 
to have occasion to haul farm products 
and drive^tock to the Richmond mar- 
ket Probably within the next few 
years farmers of Madison will be com- 
ing to the Irvine market. At present, a 
goodly number of citizens in the west- 
ern part of the county near the Madison 
line, go to Richmond to do most of their 
buying and selling. The reason they do 
not come to Irvine is obviously appar- 
ent. There is a good turnpike from 
Drowning Creek to Richmond, while the 
alleged pike from Drowning Creek to 
Irvine is in such condition as to discour- 
age travel over it. Other things being 
equal, it is quite the natural thing for 
our people to use the belter road and 
patronize the Richmond merchants. 

•The improvement of the turnpikes' 
in Estill would naturally bring much of 
this trade to Irvine. It would material- 
ly benefit the agricultural and commer- 
cial interests of Estill county 

"A new administration will soon take 
charge of the county's affairs— on Jan'y 
5th. As we have previously said, this is 
an important period in the development 
and progress of the county.

Any squirrel caught in the act of 
build ing a winter home must not be dis- 
turbed if properly executed building li- 
cense is shotft. 

If a bird or wild fowl of any kind 
alights on the gun barrel of any hunter, 
he must not attempt to kill same with a 
club Such act shows a lack of appre- 
ciation of the humor of such an incident 
and the State will not tolerate such 
lack. 

It shall be unlawful for any hupter to 
shoot at any game bird or animal and 
miss it. 

\n order that all hunters may readily 
know a cow from a rabbit all applicants 
for hunting license must have taken a 
short course at some agricultural col 
lege. 

Hunters are required to show hunting 
licenses on demand of any animal or 
fowl. After showing game his license, 
hunter must blindfold himself and count 
100 while the game hides. Before re- 
movi; g blindfold hunter must repeal 
"AH eyes open; here I come." or some 
such line 

Any hunter who finds more than one 
squirrel in any one townshipof the Stale 
shall report same by wire to the game 
warden. — Ripley Bee.

At 
the present time there is not much prob- 
ability of such a project receiving much 
legislative attention, but the plan is not 
a bad one and is worththinking about.—

To at. Louis, the old rate was 75 cents, 
the new oue is M cenis. This is not per 
hundred, but the amount necessary lo 
carry a package weighing iu pounds. 
For less weight it is less money. 

L tjuer the new schedule all packages 
under oue hundred pounds go for a lump 
sum: all over oue hundred pounds are 
charged at so much per hundred, and 
these figures are likewise slaughtered.

"I hope none of my friends ihinK that 
I have inspired or encouraged thai sug- 
gestion, or lent a sympathetic ear or eye 
to it, for I hav* not. I yet owe two 
years of unabated service to the people 
of this judicial district, and I intend to 
give them that without having my mind 
distracted by thoughts of what the fu- 
ture may have ih «ore for me politically;

Place of Agriculture in Ken- 
tucky Schools. 

Much is said nowadays about teach- 
ing of agriculture in the common and 

high schools, which teaching is supreme- 
ly important, but on account of its very 
importance must be undertaken with 

great care. • 

A school is maintained primarily lo 
serve the interests of its community, in 
o'her words, to do the greatest good to 
the greatest number. Agriculture is the 
predominant interest of Kentucky, hence 
it is obvious that agriculture cannot be 
rightfully neglected. When we say ag- 
riculture, we necessarially mean the 
whole scope of rural activities from corn 
production to home comforu and the 
general culture of the rural people. So 
bearing this in mind, it is not right to 
lie so extreme as to decry the thorough 
teaching of such branches as history, 
geography. Entrlish, etc , for without a 
rair degree of proficiency in such bran- 
ches the man is handicapped in busi- 
ness. 

A further consideration that is neces 
sary is the absolute uulitness of the vast 
majority of teachers for teaching agri- 
culture properly. Some have advocat- 
ed a Siate law requiring the teaching of 
agriculture in all the schools, but upon 
the passage of such a law. nearly all our 
teachers would rind themselves con- 
fronted by a task for which they were 
< I uit e unprepared and as a consequence 
they would proceed to blunder, the re 
suit being the proj.agt.tion of all sorts of 
false ideas and ultimately a loss of con- 
lidence in scientific agriculture by the 
f irming public. 

For the present the best method un- 
doubtedly lies in the introduction of ag- 
riculture into tne high schools and in- 
stitutions of similar rank. Provision 
should be made for the employment of 
well trained teachers of agriculture in 
such schools and for the installation of 
reasonably good equipment to aid them 
in teaching. Tne teacher is the main 
consideration, for after all the teacher is 
himself the school. He should not be 
exacted to give advanced leaching in 
any particular branch, but should be 
able to get a few correct principles cor- 
rectly placed in the minds of his pupils 
Such things as the food necessary for 
plant growth, what the soil itself is, 
what its deficiencies are, how these de- 
ficiencies can b>'st be corrected, what is 
meant by permanent fertility, how de- 
pleted soils can best be reclaimed, the 
importance ot proper physical condition 
of soil, what const tiutes a balanced ra- 
tion for each class of animals, the merits 
of various classes of animals, how to se 
lect good seed, how to contend with in- 
sect enemie*. how to produce good veg- 
etables and fruits, how to se.v and how 
to adorn ihe home, etc. 

About 03 per cent, of our pupils never 
reach an institution of learning beyond 
the high school, hence the great impor- 
tance of reaching this vast majority with 
the above enumerated useful teaching 
by placing ii in the secondary or high 
schools. 

As a matter of fact a large proportion 
of our common school teachers receive 
their training in these high schools, and 
therefore if .ve cau reach them there 
with this useful instruction, the prob 
lem of teaching agriculture in the com 
mon schools will in time do much to 
solve itself, and in due time legislation 
r^quirins the teaching of agriculture in 
the common schools will be really ben- 
eficial.

In Flourishing Condition. 

' The subjoined article concerning the 
Normal School, this city, was incorpo 
rated in Gov McCreary's message to the 

Legislature: 

I ha\e visited the Eastern State 
Normal School several times in the last 
two vears. and I know that the school 
has grown and prospered from year to 
year under the present Board of Regents 
until the president reports that the plant 
is worth $100,000 The number of stu- 
dents has increased to 1,200. More than 
7,000 enrollments are recorded in the 
register and over 3,000 teachers have at- 
tended at various times, and practically 
every former student is now teaching 
school in Kentucky, 75 per cent, of these 
teaching in rural communities. The 
course of s'udy not only includes the 
usual academic and professional sub- 
jects, but well developed departments of 
agriculture, home economics and manu- 
al training. 

A farm of 112 acres has been purchas- 
ed and it is prososed to make it a model 
farm and a real demonstration farm for 
both students and teachers, and for the 
public. 

The work in domestic science and in 
manual training has gone forward most 
successfully. 

Additional dormitory accommodal ions 
have been provided by building a sub- 
stantial annex to Sullivan Hall, the girls' 
dormitory, at a cost of $30,000; yet the 
attendance is so large that, in January 
and June terms, hundreds of young men 
and women are compelled to board in 
private families. 

The finances of this institution have 
been carefully administered. For the 
past two years the annual maintenance 
has been $75,000. The president shows 
in his report that the school finances 
were^exhibited totho Legislatureof 1912, 
showing a net debt of $33. 16S 88. and 
since that lime, in less than two years, 
the Board of Regents have so effectively 
administered and developed the school 
as to reduce its debt $12,531.10.

Improves With The 
New Year. 

Thai business throughout the country 
is showing a strong and forcible current 
that may develop into a powerful high 
lide is undoubtedly true. The return to 
work of idle forces in the industrial dis- 
tricts oi New England: the call to em- 
ployment of many men for more hours 
of labor in the shops of the Pennsylvania 
Bailway Company; the suddenly in- 
creased demand for pig iron; the start- 
ing up of the mills of the independent 
steel companies— these all bear evidence 
of the end of trade recession and indi- 
cate the return to more active conditions. 

The eastern financial situation is dis- 
closed by the purchase lasi week in Chi- 
cago of nearly $2,000,000 worth of com- 
mercial paper by leading banks 
of thai city, and ihe increase of nearly 
$20,000,000 in the surplus reserve held 
by the financial institutions oi New York 
City, as exhibited in ihe weekly state- 
ment of Saturdav, January 10. 

The acceptance or the reform of the 
banking and currency system of the na- 
tion by both the business man and the 
bankers as an esceediugly satisfactory 
measure has been a most potent factor 
factor in checking the declining volume 
of trade and changing public sentiment 
to an optimistic mood. 

The published interviews of such clear- 
sighted and well-informed business men 
and financiers as John D. Rockefeller, J 
P. Morgan, John Wanamaker, Henry 
Clews and many others— men who have 
spoken out plainly and frankly.forecast- 
ing improving business conditions,-! hese 
have had much to do with the increasing 
confidence of those composing the solid 
business classes of the republic. 

In view of the recent rapid growth of 
peaceful relations between the Govern- 
ment and the great business interests of 
the country, it is to be hoped that Con 
gress will aid rather than retard this 
better understanding, and that all action 
it may take during this session will be 
such as will promote prosperity in every 
section of the Union. 

With every week that passes new bus- 
iness should show heavy gains as com- 
pared with the very best year in our 
history.— Cincinnati Enquirer.

Good Advice To Lawmakers. 

Writing in the Owensboro Inquirer, 
Editor S. W. Hagar gives the new mem 
bers of the Legislature some wholesome 
advice, as follows: "The next General 
Assembly will have more reformers and 
retrenchers in it than any legislative 
body we have had for many years. The 
last two sessions have been criticised 
for their liability in making appropria- 
tions without providing a means for 
paying (hem, thereby creating a large 
deficit in the general expense fund, and 
wilh this deficit the next General As- 
sembly must deal. To relieve the pres 
ent condition of the the State's fiscal 
affairs many remedies will be offered. 
Some will be to abolish officis; some to 
increase the revenue: others to repeal 
some of the appropriations, and all of 
these remedies will possess some merit. 
Judging from opinions expressed by a 
jreat many new members, and some of 
the old ones, too, there will be mighty 
few appropriations made at Frankfort 
next winter. On the contrary, there is 
going to be an effort made to repeal 
some of the appropriation acts, and there 
are some that ought to be repealed 
Right here, however, is where wisdom 
and prudence should be abundautly dis- 
played, otherwise, some worthy institu- 
tion may suffer or some important de- 
partment of government may be crip 
pled. Out of a membership of 100 in 
the Lower House, 81 are new mem- 
bers, most of them young men, and 
it is highly probable that each of 
them will go to Frankfort with a sep- 
arate and distinct idea as to how the 
government is lobe saved. The problem 
will be to create a composite plan that 
will embrace all these different ideas, so 
thai all i ha ambitious solons may par- 
ticipate in the work of saving the Slate 
—a problem not easy to solve. There is 
much for the Legislature to do, but the 
danger lies in it doing too much rather 
than too little "

Commercial Club Holds 

Interesting Session. 

A large crowd was present Thursday 
night al a meeting of the Commercial 
Club in the Masonic Club Kooms. TI.e 
meeting was called toorderby President 
C. F. Higgins, who gave a review of past 
work accomplished by ihe association. 
Mr. J. J. Greenleaf was the first speaker 
of the evening, and during his talk gave 
a report of the railroad rate investigat- 
ing committee, of which he is a member. 
Rev. E. B. Barnes gave a splendid talk 
on "Cooperation." "Ten command- 
ments of catalogue houses," an article 
published in the last issue ofj The 
Climax, was read by the secretary. Dr. 
C 11. Vaught spoke of the tobacco in- 
dustry and the Pattie A. Clay Infirmary, 
and was followed by Prof. Keith, who 
spoke of the relative value of the Nor- 
mal School to the city of Richmond and 
Madison county. Rev. B. C Horton 
spoke on "What a new comer saw that 
Richmond needed." Hon B. J. Clay 
made a nice talk on the need of sewer- 
age and good streets in Richmond. The 
Comme.cial Club, being cognizant of the 
great work being accomplished by the 
Eastern Mormal School, of this city, 
tendered the services of its members in 
rendering any service possible at Frank- 
fort during the session of the Legisla- 
ture. Next meeting of the Club will be 
held Tuesday, February :;. 

At the conclusion of these talks re- 
freshments were served. Then Presi- 
dent Chas. Higgins appointed a com- 
mittee to plan and organize definite steps 
for proceeding lo take up the matter of 
obtaining for Richmond a reduction in 
freight rates. 

Agitation of this question was start- 
ed some months ago, when the following 
committee— C. F. Higgins, J. W. Hamil- 
ton, W. E. Blanton, G D. Simmons, J. 
J. Greenleaf and others— was appointed 
to investigate and report to the Club the 
situation as to the comparison of our 
freight rates with ihose of surrounding 
towns. That committee, in addition to 
careful personal investigation of the 
question, employed Mr. J H. Ramsey, 
a noted freight rate expert, to make 
them a report. The talk made at the 
meeting of the Club by Julge Greenleaf 
was in the nature of the report of this 
committee, which included Mr. Ram 
sey's report. 

The committee reported lhat Win 
Chester, Paris, Lexington. Nuholasville, 
Frankfort and practically every other 
town in Kentucky has lower freight 
rates on shipments of all kinds of mer- 
chandise, coal, livestock and other com- 
modities coming from Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and New York than Richmond 
has. The result of this is that not only 
our merchants, both retail and whole 
sale, but every consumer in the county 
necessarily pays m jre for the necessities 
of life than those in our surrounding 
towns. The committee which was ap- 
pointed by President Higgins al the last 
meeti.ig is composed of Messrs. Higgins, 
J. W. Hamilton, Greenleaf, Stivers, W. 
E. Bltnioi, G. D. Simmons, Allen Zar- 
ing and <i. W. (Joodloe. Its purpose is 
to ascertain the cost of presenting to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and to 
the Kentucky Railroad Commission a 
complaint similar to that which other 
towns all over the country have recently- 
made and been successful, and to devise 
me.ins for raising an amount sufficient 
to carry the fight through. 

It is estimated by those familiar with 
the situation that Richmmid and Madi- 
son county would save from $10,000 to 
SjO.OJO per year if the Commercial Club 
could succeed in having the rates to and 
from Richmond put uponthesame basis 
which Winchester aid other neighbor- 
ing towns enjoy. The fight would be 
based upon that part of the act of Con 
gress to regulate interstate commerce, 
which in definite and positive terms says 
that "It shall be unlawful for any com- 
mon carrier to make or give any undue 
or unreasonable preference or advantage 
to any particular locality in any respect 
whatsoever; or to subject any particular 
locality to any undue or unreasonable 
prejudice or disadvantage in any respect 
whatsoever." 

The members of the committee have 
agreed to leave nothing undone in the 
way of getting this movement started. 
In proof of their earnestness in the mat- 
ter they had a meeting Saturday night 
which lasted several hoursand at which 
the first steps were taken towards organ- 
izing and preparation. The committee 
has adopted resolutions to meet every 
Saturday night hereafter, and the mem- 
bers are determined to carry the fi^ht 
through to a fi nish. 

It is their purpose t) prepare and dis- 
tribute amon* the msrehants of this city 
and all others who m ly be interested, a 
pamphlet which will show the facts 
and figures upon which their work is 
based and what they expect to accom- 
plish. By this ni m hod it is expected 
that every business man in Richmond 
will be familiar with the question by 
the time the Commercial Club has its 
next meeting, which will be at the City- 
Hall on Feb. 3rd, so that at that lime 
definite plans of action m ty be agreed 
upon. 

It is planned to have Mr. Ramsey, the 
rate expert above, referred lo, attend this 
meeting and show our people why he 
thinks that we should be able to obtain 
these rate reductions.
